Theſe conſiderations might perhaps induce me to be 
too haſty, in publiſhing my juvenile work, in this kind 
of learning; Ttinerarium Curioſum, with an hundred in- 
graved plates: chiefly with a view to point out a way 
and method of inquiry: and to render this ſtudy both 
uſeful and entertaining. | 

The more readily therefore, I can excuſe myſelf, in 
regard to imperfections in that work, as I had not fight 
of our author's Treatiſe, Richard of Cirenceſter, at that 
time abſolutely unknown. 

Since then, I have had the good fortune to ſave this

He has often been confounded with a Richard, a 
monk of Yeftminfter, a writer who lived a good deal 
after our author. This later Richard was a Devonſhire 
man, cited by Riſdon, in his deſcription of that county : 
by Antony Wood, from Pit/e's Manuſcript, p. 462: by 
Fuller, book I. in his worthies, p. 263 : by Bale, V. 87: 
by biſhop Tanner, who repeats this; all erroneouſly. 

My learned friend, the reverend Mr. Widmore, libra- 
rian to YYeſiminſter-Abby, deſerves public thanks, for 
his inquiries, which he made at my requeſt. In pe- 
ruſing the Abby rolls diligently, he finds, that he was 
Richard, a monk of Meſminſter, admitted in 1450, a 
member of that religious foundation : that he continued 
there till 1472. The roll beyond that time is de- 
fective. 11 

But our author, Richard of Cirenceſter's name, firſt 
appears on the Chamberlain's liſt of the monks of West- 
minſter, by the name Circe/tre, in 1353, 30. E. III. 

In 1387, he is witneſs in a parchment deed, by the 
name of Richardo Cirenceſtre confrater. 

I 397, in the Chamberlain's liſt, mentioned again R. 
Cirenceſter. 

1399, Ric. Cirenceſtre. 

1400, he was in the Abby infirmary, and died, in 
that, or the next year. The place of his interment que- 
ſtionleſs, is in the Abby cloiſters. 

What is more particularly to be remarked, is this. In 
the year 1391, 14 R. II. he obtain'd a licenſe of the

Again, we may believe; Richard was of a 8 fa- 
mily, and had a fortune of his Ns to en the 3 
of travelling.

to crown all, we learn from the preſent work now bap⸗ 
pily preſerved, the completeſt account of the Roman ſtate 
of Brittain, and of the moſt antient inhabitants thereof; 
and the geography thereof COONEY depicted in a moft 
excellent map, 

Such was this truly great man, Richard of meg: 
What was his family, name, and origin, we know not. 
but it was the faſhion of the Ecclefiaſtics of thoſe days, 
and ſo down to Henry the VIllth's time, to take local 
names from the place of their nativity ; probably as more 
honorable. for moſt of the names then, were what

He gives us more than a hundred names of cities, 
roads, people, and the like : which till now were abſo- 
lutely unknown to us. the whole is wrote with great 
judgment, perſpicuity, and conciſeneſs, as by one that 
was altogether maſter of his ſubject.

and that the local names there, retain a Phenician and 
Greek turn. 

De Caledonia. he deſcribes this highland part of Briz- 
zain very particularly. their towns, mountains, promon- 
tories, &c. he ſpeaks of the report of Ulyſſes coming 
thither, toſt by tempeſts; and ſacrificing on the ſhore. 
this is mention'd in Orpbeuss Argonautics. 

He ſpeaks too of altars on the ſea-ſhote, beyond In- 
verneſs, ſet up by the Romans: as marks and bounds of 
their dominion. 

Till now, Edenburgh had the honor of bein g thought 
the Prerooton or caſtra alata of the Romans; but our 
author removes it, far away to the river Varar in Sor 
land. 

In Caledonia, tho never conquer d = the 8 he 
gives us many names of Pipes and towns.

He gives us the whole length and breadth of the 
iſland in miles. and then proſe us with no leſs than 
nineteen 1ters, or journies, in all manner of directions, 
quite acroſs the iſland ; the names of places and diſtances 
between: in the manner of that celebrated antique mo- 
nument, called Antininus's Itinerary. 

Very many of the names of places here, are intirely 
new to us: and as to the whole, though tis unavoid- 


able, that they muſt in ſome j Journeys coincide with An- 


toninuss Itinerary ; yet it is not in the leaſt copied from 
thence. nay, our author never ſaw that monument. 
On the contrary, his 1zer's are all diſtin& things; more 
correct and particular: and much better conducted than 
the others, and likewiſe fuller. they exceedingly aſſiſt 
us in correcting that work, on which the learned have 
from time to time, beſtowed ſo much pains.

The deſcription in Prolomy is compoſed from two ſe- 
parate pieces; one a map of all the country north of 


Coria, or of the Prætentura in Scotland, which Aorico- 


la made: this I ſay, when they came to join it to the 
map of the reſt of the iſland, they placed it eaſtward, 
inſtead of northward. and from this erroneous map, 
Ptolomy compoſed his deſcription of Brittain. this map 
in other reſpects is very empty and incorrect. our author 
himſelf finds fault with it. 

Mercator afterwards made his map for the next edi- 
tion of Pzolomy, ſomewhat improv'd ; but the northern 
part, or that of Scotland, ſtill aukwardly bent toward 
the eaſt. ee! 


Conſequent to this, Ortelius his map is much im- 


prov'd ; the northern part plac'd properly. yet in an un- 
ſeemly manner, as well as out of the rules of geogra- 


phy, he turns the weſtern fide of Brittain and Ireland 


upward in the plan, inſtead of the northern; agreeable to 


our preſent geographical charts. 

Next follows our Richard of Cirenceſter's map, which 
exceeds them all, beyond compare. and the more we 
conſider it, the more we approve. we eafily diſcern, 
how far it is preferr'd to the Brittania Romana of the 
excellent Mr. Camden; whoſe judgment and diligence 
we have reaſon to admire, ey Fab 

Richard's map is only equall'd by his written deſcri 
tion, or chorography of Brittain. but he turn'd his

I have therefore, to give it its proper beauty in that re- 
ſpect, copied it according to modern geography, and in 
a ſomewhat larger ſcale.

This is a moſt curious catalogue of matters hitherto 
we were ignorant of. what Brittiſh cities were munici- 
pia, what Roman colonies, what free of Rome, what 

Aipendiary. colonies livd under the Roman laws, muni- 


cipia under their own. 


Minnius and Gildas name twenty-eight moſt famous 
Roman cities in Brittain, which the excellent archbiſhop 
den has commented upon. but the catalogue is quite 
different from ours. yet therein our author is confirm'd

in calling Yerulam a Municipium. in Winnius tis call d 
Caer Municip. 

From ours we learn, in the early time of the em- 
pire, where the Roman legions were quarter'd. the legi 
gemina Martia victrix was the XIVth, here ſaid to be 
at Camulodunum, Colcheſter ; it was left here in Clau- 
dius's time. this legion vanquiſhed Boadicia : was called 
out of Brittain early by Veſpaſſan. here then we fee our 
author's manuſcript was prior to that time; viz, A. D. 
70. I mean zhat from whence he extracted his work; 
the original manuſcript. for we are to underſtand of it, 
as we do of that called Antonini Itinerarium, that it 
was a parchment roll made for the uſe of the emperor 
and his generals: which being tranſmitted down from 
one general to another, and frequently copied and tran- 
ſcribed, received from time to time ſeveral additions and 
interpolations of cities new built; and likewiſe others 
ſtruck out, which were then in ruins. 

The Jegio Claudia, quarter d at Gloucefter, was the 
VIIth Aug. this legion came over into Brittain with 
Julius Cher, he calls it veterrima legio. it was named 
Uuuutuin from the emperor; and called pia fidelis, by the 
Nyman Senate. hence Ghucefler wits called- Clonilio ww. 
Aria, from its reſidenee here: and that it refided here, 
we learn from our author, who ſays he has it from wri- 
ters of moft antient Roman times, it remain'd here in 
Caraufiuss time. 

Phe leis Oreticn, quarter d at M chefher, was the 
XX. V. v. they were in Brirtain in eros time: fertled 
here by Agricola, A. D, 84. from our author * we 
learn

learn this title of Cretica: as having been originally le- 
vied in Crete. this was here in Carauſius's time. 

Legio II. Aug. quarter d at Caerleon in Wales, came 
into Brittain in the reign of Claudius, under the com- 
mand of Veſpaſian. this legion was ſtation'd at Canter- 
bury in ſome later times, according to our author, C. VI. 


whence we gather, he compil'd his work out of old wri- 


ters of different ages. 

The legio VI. came into Brittain with Hadrian, ſet- 
tled at Nork; by Mr. Gale thought to be called Gordiana. 
York was made a colony of that legion. Antoninus Pius 
made it a nunicipium: and continued this legion there. 
it was concerned in perfecting the Car/aike navigation to 
Peterborough. 

Theſe legions are all mention'd in our author. before 
the time that Veſpaſian was emperor, Fo/ephus relates, Bell. 
jud. II. 16. that king Agrippa, in his ſpeech to the Jews, 
in Wero's time, and before that emperor called the 
XIVth legion from Brittain, ſpeaks of four legions then 
in Brittain. | 

I have this further to add, in relation to our map; 
when I began to conſider it with that attention which it 
deſerves, I was a little ſurpriz d, to ſee the river Trent, 
inſtead of falling northward into the Humber, to be car- 
ried eaſtward thro' Lincolnſhire, into the Eaſt-ſea. 

I preſently ſuſpected, this was owing to the artificial 
cut of the Romans, called Foſsdike, part of the Carſdile; 
which Foſsdike is drawn from Tork/ey at the Trent, to 
Lincoln; there it meets the river Witham coming from 
the ſouth, and proceeds eaſtward toward Boſgon. 
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Ever ſince I was capable of obſervation, I aſi took 
notice, that the whole flat, or fenny country of Lincolu- 
ſhire, has a gentle declivity, or natural deſcent eaſtward. 
this is owing not only to the ſea lying that way, but is 
the caſe of all levels in the whole globe. the cauſe muſt 
be aſſerted to be the earth's rotation upon its axis. 
which obſervation I printed long ſince, in my J finerarium 
Curio. 

'Tis a principle in nature, that when a globe i is turn d 
on its axis, the matter on the ſurface flies the contrary 
way to its motion. the philoſophers call this improperly 
a conatus recedendi ab axe motus. tis not owing to an 
endeavour of matter to fly the contrary way, but to the 
innate inaCtivity of matter that reſiſts the motion; does 
not readily follow it, 

But tis W from hence, that the earth receiving its 
motion before the ſurface was perfectly conſolidated, the 
moiſtiſh matter would be left weſtward, as far as it could 
be, and produce an extended and gentle declivity on the 
eaſt; and at the ſame time, by ſtiffening, would render 
the weſt fide of- all hills ſteep 

This is a fact throughout Wks whole globe, hence it 
is, that all plains and levels have 3 their deſcent 
towards the caſt. and hence it is, that the river of Mi- 
rham, from Grantham fide, running northward to Lin- 
coln, readily takes its courſe thence eaſtward, to meet the 
ocean over the fenny level. 

The Romans, = they made the artificial canal, the 
Car/dike, from Peterborough along the edge of the Lin- 
colnſhire fens, they introduced it into the river V. __ 

| three 


(vl 
three miles below Lincoln. the purpoſe of this artificial 
cut was, to convey corn in boats, from the ſouthern parts 
of England, to the northern Pretentura's in Scotland ; 


for maintenance of the forces kept there. therefore, the 
canal entering the Mitbam paſſed through Lincoln, and 


then was continued by another artificial cut called the 


Foſsdike, from Lincoln to Tork/ſey, where it enters the 
Trent, in order to go down the ſtream to the Humber. 
from thence the fleet of corn-boats paſſed up the river 
Ouſe to York, by force of the tide, for ſo high will the 
tide carry them : which was the reaſon of building the 
city there. | 

After this Foſsdike, between the Trent and Witham ri- 
vers, was made by the Romans, tis eaſy to imagine, that 
the extenſive river of Trent, which runs altogether north- 
wards, would very readily, upon great floods, diſcharge 
part thereof into the Foſsdike; for there is a deſcent that 
way, as being to the eaſt. and this might be the occa- 
ſion of the geography in our map, miſtaking the Fo/5dike 
and the continuation of the Vitbam, for that of the 
Trent. : | e 

The river Witbam, from Lincoln, goes ſouth-eaſt into 
the ſea, by Boſton. and it ſeems to me, that in very early 
times, it might (at leaſt in great floods) have another 
channel running over the Eafi-fer (as called) along that 
natural declivity full caſt, into the ſea, as in the map of 
Richard of Cirenceſter. 

This channel might paſs out of the preſent river of 
Witham a little below Coningsby, where the river Bane 
falls into it, at Dockdike and Youldale, by the * 
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of Hobridge, north of Hundle-houſe ; fo running below 
Middleholm to Blackfike, it took the preſent diviſion be- 


tween the two Yapontakes, all along the ſouthſides of 
the deeps of the Ea/i-fen: and ſo by Blackgote to Main- 


fleet, the VAINONA of the Romans. 


My friend, ohn Warburton, Eſq; Somerſet herald, 
has ſome manuſcripts of our Lincolnſhire antiquary, ſome 
years ago, Mr. De la Pryme, who was perfectly ac- 
quainted with that part of Lincolnſhire, and therein diſ- 
covers ſome ſuſpicions of the Trent running toward Lin- 
coln in antient days. but I think, all we can certainly 
conclude from our map is the extreme antiquity of it. 
as the Car/dike muſt have been projected and done by 
Agricola, on his conqueſt of Scotland, we may reaſon- 
ably judge this to be in the main his map, i. e. copied, 
from his, though with ſome additions by our author. 

This conſideration, duly attended to, ſhows the anti- 
quity of the Fo/dike, and Car/dike, and of our map. 

We are told in the hiſtory of Carauſius, that he re- 
pair'd the Prætentura made in Scotland by Agricola, and 
added ſeven forts to it. a wiſe, and politic prince, 
knew the neceſſity of it. and conſequently infer we, 
that he as ſurely repair d the Car/dike navigation, to 
ſupply the ſoldiers with corn, in that northern fituation. 
and I have ſeveral reaſons to induce me to conclude, he 
not only did ſo, but carried it further ſouthward than 


before, vis. from Peterborough quite to Cambridge; 


ſome of which reaſons I ſhall recite in the hiſtory of 
that hero. at preſent I ſhall only hint, that his name 
has ever been affixed to this famous canal, which has 

| never 
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never been regarded by writers. tis of utmoſt impor- 
tance in the knowledge of Roman antiquity. and 'tis an 
affair of ſuch public emolument, as not to be unworthy 
of the notice of the Legiſlature; where an inland water- 
carriage is made, for 200 miles in length, from Cam- 
bridge to Boroughbridge. 
The Roman provinces, as we find 'em in our map, 
are theſe. Maxima Ce/arienfis, or Britannia ſuperior, 
chiefly the country of the Brigantes, conquered by Cerea- 
lis, and ſo nam'd by him, in the beginning of Veſpa- 
fans reign. | 
Valentia, all that country comprehended between the 
two Pretenturd's. | | 


Britannia prima or inferior, that part of the iſland 
ſouth of the Thames. | 

Britannia ſecunda, being Wales. | 

Flavia Cæſarienſis, that part between the Humber, 
and the Thames; denominated from the family name of 
V eſpaſian. | 

Veſpafiana, that part of Scotland between the Yaray 
Eſtuary, or highland boundary, and the northern Præ- 
Fentura. | 

Laſtly, Caledonia properly, or the Highlands, which 
the Romans never conquered. and that part called Ye/- 

paſiana, after Agricola return d, was neglected by Domi- 
tian, and recover'd by the Scots; at leaſt to the firſt Præ- 


tentura. and tis from Richard of Cirenceſter alone, that 


we have an 1:inerary of it from the Vararis Aſtuary; 
on which is the laſt Roman ſtation, called Mata Caſtra, 
now Inverneſs.

Were I to recite all I have written upon this work, by 
way of comment, it would amount to a large volume. 
yet ſome few remarks I muſt make. 


What all others call Durolenum, our author names 
Duroſevum, which I affix to Sittingburn, favoring this 
reading : the diftance conformable. 

Sulloniacis, or rather Suellaniacis, has its name from 
Suellan, or Caſſibelin, who fought Ceſar. I place it at 
Edgware, which has its name from the Agger, or high 
raiſed Roman way, Watling firezt. here was Cafibelin's 
uſual reſidence. his Oppidum, or military town, which 
Cæſar ftorm'd, was at Watford. 

Forum Diane, a new name, was crouded into the 
roll of the original Itinerary, where the intermediate di- 
ſtance x11 miles between S. Albans and Dunſtable re- 
mained unalter'd. therefore the tranſcriber repeated the 
ſame diſtance erroneouſly. 

I doubt not, the place is what we now call Marker

IV. 
Obſervations on the Itinerary. 


In my former papers, J diſcourſed to the Society, 
firſt, in rehearſal of the Memoirs we can recover, con- 

cerning Richard of Cirencefter, and of his writings. 

I gave an account of the moſt excellent map of Ro- 
man Brittain, prefixt to the Treatiſe we. are upon; 
this not only enables us to fix many places and ſta- 
tions, which before now, we could do only by mere con- 
jecture, and etymology of names, and the like: but 
| further, 
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further, it gives us 100 places not hitherto known, ſo 
much as in name. 

Come we now to treat on the Itinerary, compriz'd in 

18 Trers, which traverſe the iſland of Brittain all man- 
ner of ways, in the nature of that we call 4ntoninus's 
Itinerary; with the intermediate miles between every ſta- 
tion: to which I have aſſign'd the reſpective modern 
names of the places, to the beſt of my knowledge. 
This Itinerary of our author is far more copious than 
that of Antoninus: eſpecially it takes in the whole king- 
dom of Scotland, that country reduced by the valiant 
Agricola, and called by him Veſpaſiana; when made a 
province, in honor to the reigning emperor's father. it 
took him up ſeven whole years to complete this great 
conqueſt. and one of our [ters extends from Alata ca- 
ra, Inverneſs, to the lands end in Cormoal, 

From due conſideration, we have reaſon to believe, 
this Itinerary of our author's, as to the original plan, is 
no other than that of Agricola. after he was recalled 
by Domitian, about A. D. 85. to Hadrian time, Brit- 
tain. was neglected, fgricola's cities in Scotland over- 
thrown, his caſtles diſmantled. ſo that Tacitus well ſays, 
Perdomita Britannia et flatim amiſſa. he means only 
Scotland ſubdued by Agricola. for four legions remained 
in that part we call England, to keep it in ſubjection till 
Hadrian came. | 

To our Itinerary alone, and the map, are we indebted 
for the knowledge of the ſtations in Scotland. fo that 
we mult conclude, he had fight of manuſcripts and rolls, 
which were written in that time ; whether in the libra- 

ries 
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ries at Rome, or in the monaftic libraries of Brittain, we 
know not. but from the ſame libraries aurouinus's Iti- 
nerary, and the like monuments of learned antiquity 
were taken. 0 

It would ſeem that Mitticbind, the Savon author, had 
ſeen ſuch like works, as our Richard perus d: he writes, 
that Brittain was divided into provinces by Veſpaſſan. 
Richard writes expreſsly, that he copied ſome papers, 
tranſmitted to poſterity by a Roman General, who pro- 
bably was Agricola. he had fome informations from 

| certain religious of his order, Who had been in Scor- 
land. * 

He learnt what he writes on Caledonia, from Britti 
merchants. Again, ſpeaking of Glevum, Glouceſter, he 
ſays, tis a Roman colony, conſtituted by Claudius. ut 
ſcriptores de iftis temporibus affirmant. ſo that he omitted 
no kind of means to acquire knowledge of the Brittiſb 
geography. 

In medio, ad fines, ad Itunam flu. ad montem Gram- 
pium, Herirus, mons, Alpes Pennini, ad Pontem, ad murum, 
ad vallum. A very great number of theſe, and the like, be- 
ing recited, .intimate the high antiquity of the Itinerary : 
that the roads were generally made, or marked out; but 
towns, cities, caſtles, not then built: only ſome inns, for 
preſent conveniency. eſpecially we ſee this in Scotland, 
a good way on the ſea-coaſt northerly, and remarkably 
in the IXth 1zer: ad Tavum, ad Aficam, ad Tinam, 
ad Itunam, ad montem Grampium, ad Selinam; and in 
the map, theſe rivers are named, and the Grampian 

moun- 
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mountain, without a town's name annex'd; as then not - 
fully built. and: probably that country was left by the 
Romans, before the towns were built, the Romans having 
chiefly ſtrong camps by the rivers. we may reaſonably 
hence judge, the original itinerary and map, which our 
Richard copied, was conſtructed in Agricola time: tho 
afterward additions were made to it. 

We ſee likewiſe this method of nomination, uſed in 
other more diſtant parts, as Herirus mons in Wales, 
Alpes pennint in the mountainous tract of Lancaſhire.

Ad Lapidem, Ad Decimum lapidem, 
where only mile ſtones are named. and the remains of 
this manner of denomination are left in the Eugliſb 
names Stoneham, Stone, Stanefield, Stanwic, Stanton, and 
the like. 

We learn to correct many words in our geography, 
which before were not truly wrote. for inſtance, Ban- 
navenna, Towceſter. ſometimes Benavona, Bennaventa, 
which words have no meaning, is really Jannavaria, ill 
plac'd at Weedon, or rather Jſantavaria: which words 


are caſily deduced from the Brittiſb. 


I judge it will be a matter uſeful to the ſtudious in 
this kind of learning, to collect into one general index,

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This is a collective index, much the largeſt extant, of 
all the places mention'd in the Map, in the Itinerary, in 
the Chorography, of Richard of Cirencefter's Work. it 
contains in the whole 500 names. of antiquity, whereof 
about 1 50 I have fign'd with an aſteriſc, as wholly new, 
more correctly named, or placed, than in former writers 
on the ſubject. We muſt needs look on it as a great 
treaſure in Roman Antiquities. I have aſſigned the mo- 
dern names. Tis impoſſible I ſhould be exact in all, 
either in England, or Wales, or Scotland.” they muſt be 
left to the ſtudious, who have proper skill and oppor- 
tunities, to examine them: and make a juſt uſe of the 
great light here thrown on the face of our iſland, in the 
earlieſt times of the Romans. ſome I have purpoſely 
omitted, that the lovers of theſe antiquities may uſe like. 
diligence to fill up thoſe vacancies, as well as correct 
others, which future diſcoveries will enable them to do.
